voy and notify the United States Government of tha probable date upon which, 
he will present hlmirclf in Washing-ton with the exchange copy of the treaty of 
peace. Although in most Instances, little more than a perfunctory ceremony, In 
the case of the exohange of .tha raUflcrUions of this treaty tho details will bo o£ 
more than oi-dlnary Interest, for the occasion will be historical. 


The draft of tho treaty of peace between Spain and tho United States was 


signed in Paris on December 10, 1S3S. It was approved by the United Stales Sou- 
ate by (L vote of 57 to 27 on February 6th, ar.d wa,3 slernod by the President on Feb- 
ruary IGth.

readers, i-n reply to Mr. Christensen', 
I shall endeavor -to respect the feel-' 
inigs of • a good-natured -public, that 
does n-ot care to concern itself iai the 
vulgar personal squabbles o.f 
rivals, 


whether they be fishwives or voting 
machine Inventors.

I beg the reader to remember .that 


Mr. Christensen was the aggressor in 
this debate, and -that -he alone is to 
iblame if the discusslc-n logically brings 
oat facts which challenge his right to 
pose as an injured -innocent, and dis- 
credit'his authority as an unimpeach- 
able expert In -ballot machine -matters. 


In his letter in the Tribune of -the 


15th inst. -he seeks ta-convey the im- 
pression, that I jumped onto him first 
and comnrenced the fight. (He says he 
noticed my name several times in con- 
nection with Pike's In -the Chronicle 
exposures last December. . When -Mr. 
Christensen exhibited his machine in 
San. Francisco I met him at Buckley &

Johnson, the contractor now dredslng- 
Lake Merritt, ordering the City Treas- 
urer to pay the Auditor's warrant for 
$2302.03, drawn in payment of the sec- 
ond installment due under the 
con- 


tract between the city and Johnson, or 
to', show cause on next Thursday why 
he has not done'so.. The petition filed 
sets forth -the passage' of the ordinance 
by the Council ordering the work done 
and appropriating- the money to do >t, 
together with the' resolutions of 
the 


Council requesting the Board to have 
the mud dumped, around the lake and 
particularly 
'between 
Eighth 
and 


Twelfth streets. 


Then the 'proceedir.gr, 
before the 
Board of Works; the contract after- 
wards made -between the city and'Mr. 
Johnson is sec forth' in 
full. 
That 
Johnson ks petitioner finished part it 
the work and -under the contract is en- 
titled to a second payment thereon, the 
first having 
been 
paid. 
Johnson's 
claim for this second payment was duly 
approved by the Board of "Works and 
by the .City Attorney, -and the Auditor 
duly drew his warrant upyn the* treas- 
ury in payment of the same but Treas- 
urer Gilpin refuses :to pay it. 
Mr. De Golla was' asked the reason 
Mr. Gilpin might have for refusing to 
pay the warrant. 
He said: "I hove, 
not seen Mr. Gilpin personally, 
but 
Johnson informs me that Gilpin told 
him he had received a. letter from an 
attorney in Sail Francisco warning him, 
as Treasurer, against paying 
this 
money, upon the ground that the con- 
tract between the city and Johnson 
was illegal. 
Some time in Febiu'ry 
there was a suit begun by a man nam- 
ed Huppert against Johnson, and 
the 
suit attacked this contract -upon vari- 
ous .crouds therein set forth, but nei- 
ther Mr.'Dow, representing the ciiy, nor 
myself, have been able to 'find anything 
wrong in the proceedings, or any rea- 
sonable 
basis for the lawsuit. From 


what 
I 
have heard on the street it 
seems to rne that this suit was simply 
brought to harass the contractor, and 
possibly, to delay or impede Lhe public 
improvement 
of 
dredging the Lake, 
which 
everybody wants accomplished 
as soon as possible. Mr. Dow informs 
me that he thinks the contract is per- 
fectly legal, and that he has so advised 
.th9 
Auditor and the Treasurer. Mr. 
Snow evidently acted upon Mr. Dow's 
advice, 
but 
Mr. Gllpin's refusal has 
mado it necessary lor us to bring the 
mandamus suit. 
"Tho 
contractor has already spent 
some thirty or forty thousand dollars 
building his dredger, and 
doing 
the 
work thus far, and the city is getting 
the benefit of it. I do not think that 
the Ruppert suit was brought in good 
faith, because they did not take out an 
injunction or ask for a. restraining or- 
der against either-the contractor or the 
city, which, • if they had -been sure of 
their position .they certainly 'would 
have done. 
I do not know who this 
Ruppert .is, but am informed he is a 
clerk for some one in town, evidently 
simply a .figurehead, possibly lor oppo- 
sition contractors, or people desirous of 
impeding the progress ol this improve- 
ment of our water park.

Some Talk of Changes 


in Contra Costa 


Company. 


The Examiner this morning has the 


following to say about the Contra Cos- 
ta Water Company. • 
"When the annual meeting of the Con- 


tra Costa Water Company is held on 
April llth it will be seen that the new 
Contra Costa Water Company has left 
but 
few 
of 
the 
stockholders 
who 
brought It into being, and those who re- 
main have reduced their holdings. The 
interests of both of the Chabot estates 
have grown small. 
Mrs. Remi Chabot 
has reduced her holding o£ 3,500 shares 
to 200, while the holding of the An- 
thony Chabot estate, 5,000 shares, 
has 


fallen to about 3,500. 'The Pierce fam- 
ily has disposed o£ much of Its stock 
and it seems that it Is preparing to re- 
tire from the management. 


"When the annual meeting is held a 


new Board of Directors may be chosen. 
When the consolidation went through 
with the Oakland Water Company it 
was agreed between the Contra Costa 
Water Company and William J. Dingee 
that the annual meeting of the com- 
pany should be postponed until the de- 
tails of the 
consolidation could be 
made complete, and Dingee and 
Hay- 
ward could get and vote their stock. 
This will necessitate the postponement 
of the annual meeting until some time 
In May. 
"The consolidation deal was arranged 
upon a basis of the Contra Costa Wat- 
er Company guaranteeing 31,500,000 in 
bonds of the Oakland Water Company. 
There were no bonds of the Oakland 
Water Company, and to turn -.in 
the 
Oakland company's plant free of 
in- 
debtedness 
and 
then 
take 
-bonds 
upon 
it 
would 
make 
the

- second mortgages and not so valuable. 
So it was agreed that the Oakland Wa- 
ter Company should be given 
sixty 
days, the time required toy law, 
in 
which to issue bonds upon its own 
plant. 
These bonds will then be guar- 
anteed by the Contra 
Costa Water 
Company, making them a first mort- 
gage upon the property now held 
by 
the Oakland Water Company and a 
second mortgage upon the property of 
the Contra Costa Water Company. E>ln- 
ger- nnr] Hayward will not -be given 
their 15.000 shares of stock unit) this 
transaction is complete and will carry 
tv.? (.i^-.-i .-.:•; Of the deal beyond 
the 


date of t'.ie annual meeting. 


"William J. -Jiiigee wanted to have 
some voice in this meeting and he de- 
manded that the meeting he postponed 
until he could participate, and this was 
agreed to and will probably be carried 
out. 
If It Is not, Dingee will be heard 
from. 
"This means that William J. Dingee 


will make a fight to control the reor- 
ganized Contra Costa' Water Company, 
pnd thus it is that almost an entirely 
new set of stockholders and managers 
has arisen for the Contra Costa Com- 
pany In place of those who ruled 
in 
the years when it-was purely an Oak- 
land corporation. 
"Anthony Chabot was the first Presi- 
dent and founder of the company and 
remained so until his death. 
Then the 
Pierces assumed control by making a 
combination of their stock with that 
of Mrs. Remi Chabot and the Whlttler, 
Pope and Tabot interests, which had 
gradually bought Into the company. 
Henry Pierce became President and re- 
mained so until the present time. 
"The 
Pierce Interests have always 


-been opposed to consolidation and when 
they saw it coming they made up their 
minds to retire, and it Is said that they 
have sold much of their stock. 
Under 


these circumstances Henry Pierce will 
retire as President 
at the coming 


meeting, and the field is left to three 
possible successors. 
One is W. 
P. 
Whittler. another George F. Pope of 
Pope &; Talbot. and the third William 
G. Henshaw of Oakland. 
"Whlttier and Pope have been the re- 


chief supporters of the Pierce adminis- 
tration, and it was they who formed 
the famous pool of Contra Costa stock 
which prevented Dingee and Hayward 
from securing control when the stock 
was forced down to $30. This pool was 
composed of 15,045 shares, just forty- 
five shares more than half, and 
the 
purchasers bound themselves not to sell 
a single share unless all sold. 
"Henshaw Is a son-in-law of the late 
Hiram Tubbs. 
The Tubbs estate has 


1.140 shares of stock in the company, 
and would become very Important in 
ihc matter of control should It be vot- 
ed with the 15,000 shares which will pass 
to Dingee and Hayward. 
Henshaw Is 


associated with William J. Dingee in 
many companies and transactions. 


"Under reorganization there will be 


45,000 shares, of which Dingee arid Hay- 
ward will hold 15,000. 
A majority will 
be 22,501. so that should Henshaw be 
able to control 
the Dingee-Hayward 
stock he would need but 
7.501 more 
shares to make him President, and the 
Indications are that he can get them. 


Dingee's Statement. 


<W. J. Dingee -was seen by a Tri- 


bune reporter this afternoon and stat- 
ed that there Is -no conflict between 
'his interests and the interests of Hen- 
ry Pierce. Mr. Dingee says that ev- 
erything Is 'harmonious.

uncertainty makes another of the valid 
objections to a citizen submitting himself 
to jury service. 


In a.11 other employments we may count 


with some certainty upon stated hours, 
but here a man. does not know when he 
leaves his home in the morning whether 
he can return at the close of the* day or 
at some later hour. While oC course it 
ma.y happen In any vocation'that one may 
be called upon unexpectedly to give extra 
hours, he ought not in the public service, 
at least, to be placed habitually in a po-

But it was 
cowardly and barbarous to slaughter 
them as the mob did after they had been 
arrested and were In the hards of officers 
of tho law, awaiting trial. Tho iow was 
adequate for their punishment, and there 
was no doubt of their speedy trial and 
punishment i" convicted.

Tax- 
ation is pay for State protection. 
The 
work of the church Is such that it act- 
ually gives, protection Itself. 
Its police 


power Is.of great value. 
In this work 


thfe church is really a benefactor of the 
State. 
It helps the State to suppress 


crime ar.d to enforce laws. 
All church 
property that is held for 
speculation 


should be taxed and the amount to foe 
exempted should be limited to a certain 
sum. 
The pew rent and sals system 


should be abolished and all churches, 
untaxed, should be open everywhere to 
the public." 
Mr. Pomeroy opened his argument by 
stating that churches were not neces- 
sarily reformatory or educational. His-

London Times' Views 


On Our Relations 


With Canada.

The Tribune's Special Leased Wire. 


LONDON, Mar. 17.—The Times, in a.n 


'article this rrjvrninsV dealing with the 
Amerler.n-BrUiFh Joint Commission, after 
pointing out that Baron Hc-rschell's suc- 
CCTSor win Iw unable to resumo the nego- 
tiations at the exact point where they 
were- dropped, owing- ito the Investigations 
having lb a large extent been conducted 
orally, says: 


"This is no less regrsttaWe for Amer- 


ica than It is manireetly deplorable from 
(.he BrM.te-b point of view. Baron Her- 
pchell was a keen supporter o'f Ca-nadian 
rights, but he clearly perceived, tho im- 
mense value ot a neighborly agreement 
.between' Canada and t-he United S-lates 
on. these points. That Canada aJorie has 
muc-h to sain by a satis.'actoi-y settlement 
Is an'entirely fa-llacious pr&styntmeat of 
the caas. Amerlc-a's interests ars equally 
deeply Involved, and n^any well Informed 
advlstrs of tha Canadian Government, 
perceiving this to bs the case, are endeav- 
oring to produce a rupture of tho negotia- 
tions." 
The article then proceeds -to point out 


that "the TJnltfd Status will soon be com- 
pelled to look to Canada for supplies of 
timber, in view of the rapid depletion of 
their orra forests." 
. Dealing at length with the question of 
the lumber interest!) between the two na- 
tions, It concludes as follows: 


"It will be Mt by all who aTS dispose*! 


to take a broad view that the interests, of 
both nations would be better subserved by 
a policy of mutual consideration. Canada 
haippe-ns to possess certain supplies o'f raw 
material necessary, -to'-American Indus- 
tries.. If America-desires free access to
